Report of the Committee nf llrni/x 
a n d ] 


Means, relative to the J<"niunr.en nf the \ 
Commonwealth, rend in Ihe House of 
Jtepresenlalives. January 19. 


JAMES S. CRAFT, Chairman. 


The committee of ways and means J 


to whom the financial concerns of the 
commonwealth, as presented by the j 
message of the Governor, and from o- 
thei- sources, have been referred, beg 
leave to report: 


That they have approached the sub- 


ject of our finances, at a period when 
the state is fully embarked in a most 
stupendous system of public improve- 
ment, which contemplates the grand 
design of connecting, by a continued 
chain of artificial communications,each 
section of our territory with every o- 
ther portion. 
However limited and 


partial may be the present execution of 
this object,'yet the undertakings of past 
legislatures'have been so extended and 
scattered, that fully to connect and fill 
up the bold outline sketched by our pre- 
decessors must accomplish this migh- 
ty purpose, vast in the required effort, 
but infinite in its beneficial consequen- 
ces. 
Whatever 
progress has been 


made in these works, and however use- 
ful they may prove to the vicinities in 
which they are located, it is the pro- 
vince of this committee to state that it 
is believed, that our improvements now 
stand at the precise point where the 
greatest possible expenditure has been 
made to the least possible profit. 
It is 


not for the committee to assert that 
this state of affairs has been anticipated 
or intended. 
It has grown out of the 


guarantees demanded by each section 
of the state having a local interest, that 
their special connexion with the gener- 
al system should be secured by a com- 
mencement of the work in which they 
~,vere most interested. 
No one great 


leading line, sufficiently diffusive of its 
benefits, has been selected, upon which 
the concentrated energies of the com- 
monwealth could have been exclusive- 
ly directed, to the entire satisfaction of 
all its districts. The natural and una- 
voidable result has been, the com- 
mencement of several lines of work, 
none of which have been so fortunate 
in their points of departure and desti- 
nation, as to afford the valuable returns 
-which a line more fully extended, and 
more fully connected, would most sure- 
ly produce. 
An obvious proof of this 


position isdeclucible from the line be- 
tween the east and west. 
Completed 


at each end, the middle section is yet 
an unfinished link between the^ ex- 
tremes, and each- separated division 
will fail of reasonable pecuniary return, 
until the whole forms one line. 
Desti- 


ned to become one of the first avenues 
of transportation and travel between the 
east and west, and to contend for the 
immense and illimitable commerce of 
those regions, and to carry its advan- 
tages through the heart of Pennsylva- 
nia, it now serves but the 
limited 


though useful purpose of conveying the 
natural produce and manufactures of 
its immediate vicinity. 
Other lines of 


canal and rail road, either entirely iso- 
lated, or stopping short of their points 
of fullest benefit, illustrate this truth in 
a no less striking degree, and fortify 
the position that our investments, how- 
ever profitable, if properly carried out, 
have been made with no view to imme- 
diate returns to the treasury of the 
state. The committee will not tres- 
pass on the province of other commit- 
tees to whom the duty is assigned of 
indicating the proper works, which 
should be pursued, but they will ven- 
ture the belief that every connexion or 
extension now or hereafter judiciously 
authorised,must not only fully repay the 
interest of its cost, but largely accumu- 
late the profit to be derived from exist- 
ing; lines already finished, by accom- 
plishing ihe original designs of the le- 
gislature as to their construclion. 


The alterations and repairs incident 


to new works, the consequent interrup- 
tions of their employment, which may 
be considered, in truth, as items of Ihe 
CKpense of original construction, have 
all tended to reduce the revenue deri- 
vable from these works, ami fully bear 
out this committee in the position now 
again pressed upon your attention, that 
our improvements have exhausted the 
greatest possible expenditure, and as 
yet afforded the least possible income, 
We arc now at ihe dead point in our 
great work, and after passing this, our 
operations must be more easy, produc- 
tive and powerful. 
It ts the very point 


where patience and exertion arc the 
most necessary on ihr part of ihe ifs3<>- 
ature and of the people,!o pas* through 
the difficulties thrown aronnd them-— 
Activity must now be imrnedi jtcly suc- 
ceeded Ky acf oniplUhmen*, z.nd tempo- 
rary efforts end in permanent advanta- 
ges. 
It is true, thai the improvements 


we have undertaken, nsy those we have 
finished. rnK'ht have Leon more easily 
effected, if thev had been ti.e work of 
more time. 
But when we refk-c:. '.hit 


Pennsylvania had been passed in the ca- 
reer of modern improvement, ami ib.it 
she was forced upon the development 


of her energies by the exertions of her 
rivals, it cannot but administer to ihe 
national pride of her sous, that she has 
awakened like a giant from her slum- 
bers, and lias a I re ad v rivalled the fore- 
most in her advances. 
The only cal- 


culation we have now to mnkejs wheth- 
er our strength and our resources are 
fully competent to all necessary and 
useful objects, and whether all our pub- 
lic inipi-ovemi-nts can be effected, by 
means which are cheerfully afforded by 
our sister states. 


It is a subject of congratulation to 


this community, thai so much public 
improvement has been accomplished, 
that the extent and expense of all that 
remains to be desired can be readily 
discerned and reasonably calculated.— 
It is but a few years since the projects 
now actually realized, were deemed vi- 
sionary and impossible, and even ridi- 
culed as the imagination of creative 
fancy. 
It was foretold that our resour- 


ces would prove inadequate, and that 
the credit of the commonwealth would 
fall prostrate under the overwhelming 
burdens, necessarily to be assumed.— 
Yet your committee have the high gra- 
tification 
of communicating to ihis 


House, that all their information pre- 
sents the pleasing assurance, that the 
credit of this commonwealth has not 
only been ummpa:.rcd,bul that it stands 
at this moment upon an elevated and 
unshaken basis. 


The capitalists of this country and 


the world have had their eyes upon our 
work, and the keen gaze of the monied 
speculator has been gratified with the 
result of his scrutiny. 
Their examina- 


tion has discovered a plain, thrifty, fru- 
gal and enterprising population, indi- 
vidually punctual in the performance of 
their obligations. 
They have found 


the administration of the public affairs 
of this people, free from the alarms of 
neighboring hostility, without demands 
for expensive fortifications, 
without 


drafts to satisfy the pay rolls of armed 
mercenaries, unpressed by the gal ling 
burthen of civil lists swelled by pen- 
sions and by sinecures, pursuing the 
noiseless tenor of their way in the cul- 
tivation of the arts of peace, and crown- 
ing the mountains with the triumphs 
of mechanical skill. 
Can it be, that 


such a people will fail of ability when 
the investment of their capital and cred- 
it is directed in such channels thai its 
employment necessarily increases its 
amount ? 
Can it be that such a people 


true to their private word, will forfeit 
their public faith ? These questions 
have been answered, we may proudly 
assert, by a decided negative, and the 
capitalists of the old world are now 
seeking a safe and secure investment 
for their overflowing wealth in the funds 
of the land of Pena, of Franklin and of 
Morris. 
They know the superior val- 


ue of stocks which are unrulHed by the 
agitation of every wave, and unshaken 
by the breezes which bear to our shores 
the struggles of freedom, rending the 
drains of despots. These are not the 
flatteries of fancy, but the serious con- 
clusions from ascertained facts. 


Your Committee cannot forego this 


opportunity of contesting the unfoun- 
ded impression sometimes sought lo be 
made at home, that our public debt 
operates as a special mortgage upon 
every man's farm. 
Independent of the 


legal error of this assertion—there is 
not the most distant probability of any 
citizen being ever called upon for his 
portion of the principal of the debt, and 
in no event, can the demand exceed his 
share of the deficiency between the in- 
terest reserved on the loans, and the 
combined amount of lolls and other 
sources of revenue. This mistake has 
arisen from a contracted view of the 
origin and character of our public en- 
gagements. In general where such a 
d«bt exists, a large portion of it. if not 
ihe entire sum, amcs from wasteful and 
ruinous wais; from the unprofitable 
contest (between nations j of doing each 
other the most harm. 
1 hcsc contests 


usually leave ihe stales engaged ;n fneni. 
without remuneration or indrnimiy, in 
the condition of desolate (!<-leal or iw- 
rcn victory. The treasures of the states 
thus involved, vanish v,hh','U leading a 
wreck behind.

ted so much public work, in all which 
each one has his corporate interest, 
without ever calling upon the people 
for one cent of contribution from their 
private p u r s e ? 
The roads, bridges, 


colleges, and other munificent expen- 
ditures of the finances of this common- 
wealth, before the era of canal and rail- 
road constructions, were chiefly made 
from her current and disposable reven- 
ue, instead of drawing on the pockets 
of the people, where other less affluent 
states have been compelled to resort.— 
Let it also be remembered, that in the 
year 1813, (act of 3d December, 1813,) 
the very considerable .sum of S3 H). 657 
30, charged upon us as our quota of the 
direct tux, assessed upon the United 
States, was discharged without an ef- 
fort, and without the slightest appeal 
to the "people. 
Where are the citizens 


of a state like ours, which has never 
paid a direct tax for the support of her 
Governmenl, or the payment of the ex- 
penses of its administration? 
Where 


is the Government that has paid the 
taxes of her citizens, and never asked 
them to be refunded ? 
Where is the 


state that is now in the fifth year of her 
prosecution of such immense works and 
expenditure of such large sums, and as 
yet Ins paid the interest from her own 
corporate resources? 


The general tax of other states is 


large, and we can better estimate our 
best privileges by acquaintance whh 
the extent of iheir burthens. The citi- 
zens of New-York pay a tax upon^all 
their real and personal property, which 
has varied from half a mill to two mills 
in the dollar. 
The tax of the state of 


Ohio is said to be still larger; and these 
are the two great states rivalling our 
"iharch of improvement. It is presu- 
med that each and every state of our U- 
nion, will in turn attempl to improve 
the advaniages of nature by the appli- 
cation of the inventions of art, and we 
challenge ihe exhibition of any state, 
whose corporate resources (independ- 
ent of any assistance from her people) 
equal those of Pennsylvania for the ac- 
complishment of such beneficial de- 


j signs. 
I 
The committee will now proceed to 


| state the entire debt of ihe common- 


wealth, together wilh the several ap- 
propriations of money authorized by 


! the several acts incurring said debts, 


as nearly as the same can now be ascer- 
tained, 'the debt being summed up as 
exisiing at the present date, under the 
present laws, and exclusive of tempora- 
ry loans or other expenditure, which 
may have been necessarily made, or 
may be authorized to be made, at this 
session of the legislature.

made, as "an emblem" of the "friend- 
ship" of the U. States towards this pro- 
scribed and persecuted race of men.— 
Were the faith of our Government as 
pure and unsullied as the chain still ap- 
pears, there would be no cause for a 
blush to mantle on our cheeks for the 
recent measures which have been re- 
commended by one branch of ihe gov- 
ernment, and sanctioned by another: 


"To the beloved Chief of the Chero- 


kee Nation, the Lrrri.iv Tunic KY. on be- 
hulf of the said Nation—The Secre- 
tary of War of ihe United Stales sends 
g ree" ing: 


Friends nnd Brethren: The deputa- 


tion appointed by you to visit the Seat 
of Government have arrived, and have 
been welcomed by your father, the Pre- 
sident of the U. Slales. with cordiality;
